who formerly was Ambassador to the 
United States. as Chief Executive. 
There are reasons to suppose that 
strong influences are working to this 
end and it is understood here that the 
support given to Orozco in Chihuahua 
—especially financial support—has 
been for the purpose of bringing De 
la Barra to the Presidency. 

Naturally, this is not likely to 
please Gen. Orozco, who, in the light 
of all that goes to make revolutions 
in Latin-American countries, un- 
doubtedly wants to be the head of 
the government. It would cause no 
surprise here, however, if De la Bar- 
ra eventually was placed in the Pres- 
jident’s chair. Those who desire this

thise with Madero, but do not believe 
he is the man who can maintain the 
peace that is essential to the restora- 
tion of commercial prosperity in Mex- 
ico.

80 far no human 
life has been lost, but many people 
are reported on house-tops and on 
the levees, awaiting assistance. 

The United States government boat 
Arthur Hider will leave here at mid- 
night, on board of which Congress- 
man Joseph E. Ranedell, of North 
Louisiana, and Capt. E. C. Tellinger 
will take a relief party. The flood 
has so far rushed through North 
Louisiana to a point near Henderson 
Landing, twenty-odd miles from 
where the break occurred, and prac- 
tically all of the Tensas Basin will 
be flooded. 

John M. Parker was in the city 
today and stated that all of his fine 
stock had been killed when the first 
break occurred Friday night. There 
were 1000 head of fine cattle, hogs 
and mules, and they had been penned 
right behind the levee, where it was 
@eemed to be safe.

Louisiana, These breaks will effect 
the greater portion of Desha and 
Chicot counties, Ark., Bast Carroll. 
Madison, Tensas, and Concordia par- 
ishes, Louisiana and also six other 
parishes in the Tensas Basin levee 
district of Louisiana. 

“Population of this flodded district 
is considerably over 100,000, more 
than three-quarters of whom are 
negroes, who will be penniless and 
suffering within a short time unless 
relief is given. The whites will de 
everything in their power, but owing 
to the stoppage of taains and limited 
means, with their heavy losses occur- 
ring to them in live stock and grain, 
very heavy losses, they will be unable 
to give the necessary assistance. 

“Secretary McClellan of the fifth 
Louisiana levee district wired the 
Secretary of War this morning asking 
for immediate aid for twenty or 
twenty-five thougand people. I con- 
firm this telegram, although I think 
that this estimate is too small. In 
my judgment there will be thirty 
thousand who must have food and 
shelter, or who will suffer within eo 
few days. So far I have not heard 
of any loss of life. I believe it is 
imperative that the War Department 
have a representative and base of 
supplies in this city to act promptly 
in distributing food and relief. 1 
understand that the representative at 
Memphis has been wired too, and 
doubtless will act promptly, but that 
city is too far off for quick action. 
Sincerely hope you will do everything 
possible and immediately. |

FANIC STARTS WHEN PRICES 
TAKE UPWARD SHOOT. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
CHICAGO, April 13,—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Panic prevailed in the 
wheat pit at the Chicago Board of 
Trade today, the bedlam caused by 
startling advances in price being the 
greatest that the traders have known 
since the “Green bull” period. Ru- 
eryone rushed to the buying side and 
all in the trade were deluged with or- 
ders that many of them could not 
possibly be executed. During the first 
hour of trading May wheat soared 
from $1.06 to $1.10. July wheat went 
+ es 1-8 and September reached 

1.05. 

Traders frantically yelled and all 
but tore the clothes off each other's 
backs in their desperate efforts to get 
into the game. At times the confusion 
Was so extreme that prices varied as 
much as 1 cent per bushel in die- 
ferent parts of the pit. The cause of 
the scare is the daily receipt of the 
bad crop reports from nearly every 
county in IIIInois, Ohio and Indiana. 

The market had been advancing 
all through the week and the situa- 
tion was admitted to be so panicky 
that there Was a great rush to buy. 
Commission firms received many or- 
ders to purchase from customers in 
sections whose crop news is bad and 
the character of the messages made it 
appear as if it were a crop calamity. 
Last Monday, July wheat sold at 96 
cents, and September at 95% cents. 
This advance of nearly 10 cents per 
bushel in new crop months is entire- 
ly based on the damage report over 
the big wheat States east of the Mis- 
sissippi River, chiefly Llinois, In- 
diana and Ohio. 

Late Friday a large delegation of 
country millers reached Chicago. 
Some of them went at once to big 
cash wheat owners here and placed 
orders for milling wheat, claiming 
that the crop in the home territory 
was entirely gone. Nearly all visiting 
millers conceded that the situation is 
one not witnessed before in a life- 
time. Conservative millers and — 
handlers from a hundred different 
counties covering the soft wheat 
States east of the rivers, put them- 
selves on record as predicting no more 
than a return of seed put in the 
ground last fall. 

The fact that flattering reports 
came from many sections ten days 
ago is explained by the fact that no 
warm weather at that time had de- 
veloped an inability of the plant to 
grow because the roots were dead.

The Amer- 
can financier and his sister, Mrs. 
Mary Lyman Burnsat, were mobbed 
by hundreds of angry Florentines at 
the railway station when they sought 
to leave, and not until Mr. Morgan 
had forced a passage through the 
crowd by striking about him with 
his heavy cane, were they able to 
get to their train.

MURDERER 
TELLS OF HIS CRIME, 


NAHEIM, April 13.—That F. A. 
Montee, president of the Golden 
State Water Company, a wealthy 
rancher of East Anaheim, and his 
wife, Matherine Montee, came to their 
death frem injuries. inflicted by 
George Biggs, a neighbor, aged 62 
years, with murderous intent, was the 
verdict of the Coroner's jury which 
heard the evidence in the double mur- 
der inquiry ‘before Coroner Win- 
higier at Anaheim this morning.

of his confession, Biggs went on the 
staud, admitted the crimes and stated 
that he was willing to “take his 
medicine.” Bigge said that Friday 
morning, when Montee yelled at him 
to stop digging ditches in the com- 
munity road, “he knew it was’ ng 
to happen and that he might as 
have done with it.” 

Knowing that he was going to have 
to fight his neighbor over that strip 
of roadway, Biggs stated that he went

NEED ASSISTANCE TO OBTAIN 
BETTER SCHOOLING, 


> — 


Legislature to Be Petitioned for 
Relief So That Private Purses May 
Not Be Called Upon for Public 


Benefi o—Adequate Scholar- 
ship Fund Suggested. 


The State Legislature at its next 
session will be asked to furnish a 
scholarship fund for the indigent 
children whom the law compels to 
attend school, according to Ernest 
Lickley, Supervisor of Compulsory 
Education in this city. 

“Buch a bill came before the last 
Legisiature, was passed by both 
Houses, but was vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor,” said Lickley last night. “We 
hope that the bill, being a humane 
and logical one, will meet with a 
better fate when it is next presented. 

“At present the law compels our 
officers to take the children to school 
whether they are clothed and fed 
or not. To remedy this our Parent- 
Teacher Associations and women’s 
clubs have been furnishing a scholar- 
ship fund of $3 a week to these child- 
ren, but the number is increasing 
with the growth of the city end the 
burden. has been found a rather 
trying one for those generous indi- 
viduals who have been, these sen- 
eral years, paying money frem their 
private purses to help carry out a 
public law. It has been found neces- 
sary to split the $3 per week into 
two scholarships of $1.60 per week, 
and this amount is inadequate. 

“We hope the law, therefore, will 
pass, but meanwhile these children 
must be provided for, and to E. E. 
Hitchcock, Assistant Supervisor of 
Compulsory Education, and Mrs. C. 
L. Michod, No. 58 Victoria Park, has 
been relegated the task of collecting 
money for this purpose. 

“Another defect in our law is - 
lustrated by the following incident. 
The other day a woman came to my 
office with her 14-year-old boy, asking 
that he get a permit to work from 
3:30 to 6 o'clock in the afternoon— 
after school hours. I was compelled 
under the law to deny this, though 
he was a strong able-bodied boy 
who might far better have been at 
work than on the streets, especially 
as his mother was a widow with five 
younger children, all of whom she 
must support and send to school. 

Under our present law, unless both 
parents are dead or incapacitated for 
work, no child under 15 years old 
is permitted to work and great is the 
hardship worked thereby. An en- 
deavor will be made at the next Legis- 
lature to modify this law. so that 
children will be allowed to assist in 
supporting their families when it is

Tt ie strange that so many 
persons will go to such great pains 
to save five cents at their offices or on 
their tables when they are 80 utterly 
careless as to conditions which in- 
vite disastrous 42 losses in their 
mes or business houses.

“Defective chimneys and flues, cigar

often the younger sister of the Mona 
Lisa,” owing to a certain enigmatica! 
expression about the eyes that recalls 
the charm of thie Leonardo da Vinvi 
#0 mysteriously stolen. In pose, too. 
it resembles the Gioconda-——the bust 
of a woman, seated, three-quarter 
view. her hands crossed before her. 
On her forehead gleams a magnifi- 
cent pearl suspended by a thread 
from a garland of flowers encircling 
her head. M. Dolifus bought the wie- 
ture in 1875 at the studio sale soon 
after Corot’s death, for only 4000 
francs. The Louvre has been espe- 
cially desirous of having this canvas, 
because it owns none of Corot's im- 
portant pictures with figures, most 
of its paintings by this artist beings 
landscapes. 

The Dollfus collection contains. ex- 
amples of all the various styles ot 
this great master. The painting next 
in importance to the one mentioned 
was “La Grande Metairie.” bought 
by MM. Bousod & Valadon, for 133,- 
000 francs. The Louvre obtained also 
another canvas by this artist,. Rome. 
Monte Pincio,”’ at 32,000 francs. sev 
eral thousand francs less than was 
asked by the experts. 

A third picture obtained by the Na- 
tional Gallery was Gericault’s “La 
Course des Barberi au Corso,” a paint- 
ing full of life and fire, yet sculptural 
in treatment and giving the impres- 
sion of a bas-relief. 

Other important Corots were, 81 
lene,” sold to MM. Durand-Ruel at 
$1,000 francs; “La Peche au Filet,” to 
M. Knoedler at 40,000 francs, and 
“Bouquet d’Arbes," to the same dealer 
at 30,000 francs. 

“The Evening Star,.“ by Millet, is 
much in the same tone as the “An- 
gelus,“ so well known everywhere. It 
represents a peasant and his wife re- 
turning from the flelds after the day's 
labor. The woman is seated on a don- 
key, beside her walks her husband 
and before her three sheep. Through 
the dusk shines the evening star. The 
game peace and tranquility that char- 
acterize the “Angelus” and the 
“Gleaners” pervade the Scene. AI- 
though rich in Millets of this tone, 
the Louvre was one of the most ea- 
ger bidders for this picture. It 
reached its limit, however, at 117,- 
000 francs, and MM. Knoedler & Com- 
pany secured the masterpiece at 118. 
000 francs. At the sale of Minet's 
canvases in 1875 this picture brought 
6050 francs. 

Two pictures by Renoir were hotly 
contested: “La Loge,” which was se- 
cured by MM. Bernheim Jeune at 
31,200 francs, and a copy of 
Delacroix’s “La Noce Juive,” secured 
by MM. Durand-Ruel, at 20,000 
francs. These last mentioned deal- 
ers bought also “La Vague,” by Cour- 
bet. A small canvas by Daumiler 
called Don Quichotte et Sancho “n- 
dormis brought 30,000 francs. 

The Luxembourg Gallery was satis- 
fied with one small picture, La Fu- 
lette au Poupard,” by Roybet. 

second sale of the Dollfus col- 
lection took place late in March. It 
consisted of drawings and water col- 
ors. The third, which was held on the 
lst of April, comprised a valuable 
assortment of pictures and objets 
d'art of the ‘Renaissance and of the 
early Italian and Flemish periods. The 
last will take place on the 20th and 
2ith of May, and will be composed of 
paintings belonging to the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries.

THE ONE ESSENTIAL LAW 
FINANCE. 

There are some important rules 
for successfül financing, but only one 
rule that it is always absolutely es- 
sential to follow. Its violation is the 
unforgivable sin of finance. Here it is:

That is just what happens to the 
farmer who puts all the money he can 
raise into land and does not have 
enough cash left to buy farm ma- 
chinery, -fertilizer and efficient help 
Either he gets along without these 
things and thus wastes in large part 
his investment and his energy, or he 
buys them on short-time credit and 2 
a serious risk of being unable to meet 
the obligations he incurs.

He is “land 
poor.” In just the same sense many 
a manufacturer is “plant and machin- 
poor” and many a merchant is 
“building and fixtures poor.” It is

The chief financial danger of every 
prosperous business is that its man-

ROWELL BUILDING AT FRESNO 
| TO BE MODERN. 


—— 


Im Occupy Site of Old Pioneer 

Mansion—Structure Will Be Sif 
Stories High and Fireproof—De- 
partment Store, Offices and Club 
to Be Accommodated. 


FRESNO, April 18.—Construction 
work on the six-story Rowell building 
to be erected on the corner of K and 
Tulare streets, opposite the Court- 
house Park, is well under way, and 
it is thought that the structure will 
be completed in about ten months. 
The Rowell building will cost in the 
neighborhood of $225,000, and will 
be modern in every respect, and will 
give Fresno the distinction of possess- 
ing one of the finest office buildings in 
the State. The site is high ground 
and is diagonally across the street. 
from the government building. The 
site has been the home of Dr. Ches- 
ter Rowell, Fresno’s Mayor, for the 
past thirty-seven years, and is one of 
the old pioneer points of interest. 

The building will cover an area of 
765x150 feet, and will be practically 


fireproof. The structure is: being

The plans and specifications the 
exterior of the building are being pre- 
pared by Architect Edward Foulkes 
of Ban Francisco. Other contracts 
will: be let as the building progresses. 

The two front sides of the building 
will de of light colored pressed bricks, 
while the rear walls will be of rein- 
forded concrete. The design, though 
simple, calls for enough decorations 
and variations to make it very attrac- 
tive. The exterior is broken first by 
a marquise, or sun shelter porch, over 
the first floor, as is to be found on al- 
most every building in Fresno. Above 
the fifth floor a metal baicony again 
breaks the monotony of the exterior. 

The windows of the aixth floor will 
be of French design and will o on- 
to top of the balcony. 

ie first floor of the structure is 
to be occupied by a large t 
store, and the upper floors will be 
turned into offices, while the sixth 
floor will be used by one of the com- 
mercial clubs of the city. One of the 
peculiar features of the building is 
that one floor will be used entirely
